NEW TYPE PASSENGER ROADS. 


A future position of enormous impor­ 
tance for the airplane in the American 
transportation field has been prophesied 
on all sides ever since the close of the war 
and few have questioned even ex trava­ 
gant prophets, for the signs make it con­ 
siderably more likely that they are right 
than that they are wrong. 
That the pas­ 
senger business of the railroads would 
suffer the most has been the natural con­ 
clusion. 
Not much in reply has been said 
by the railroads. 
They are enjoying un­ 
precedented prosperity and developments 
that would hasten the ascendency of the 
flying machine as an important passenger 
carrier, such as the much-needed govern­ 
ment aid, have been slow to come. Gov­ 
ernment help and supervision are essen­ 
tial and only now is a real effort being 
made to obtain them. 
But President Alfred of the Pere Mar­ 
quette railway, showed in his Chicago 
speech of Monday that the railroads have 
been thinking of the future and have rec­ 
ognized the possibility of what may prove 
for them a momentous struggle with the 
air passenger carrier. 
It is quite as likely 
that they are thinking of the motor bus 
competition to which they are already 
subjected. 
At any rate Mr. Alfred an­ 
nounced that a plan has been worked out 
which will bring a much faster train. 
In­ 
deed, he predicted that the new train, 
which would run on roller bearings, using 
a concrete roadway, will be capable of a 
speed almost as great as that of the plane. 
This speed, he stated, wdll be made pos­ 
sible by the new type of roadbed and by 
the bearings. 
He ex pects that it will al­ 
low the railroad to remain the dominant 
long distance passenger carrier and made 
his announcement in the form of a chal­ 
lenge from the roads to the airplane. 
Mr. Alfred seems to have worked out 
his plan with considerable thoroughness 
but the details are not yet available. 
It 
appears,, however, that what he has in 
mind is the building of trunk line concrete 
thoroughfares 
for 
through 
passenger 
trains. 
W e do not understand that the 
present rail lines would be abandoned but 
they w’ould be used for freight traffic and 
of course on the less important lines for 
both freight and passenger trains as at 
present. 
The new type passenger service 
would be instituted only where conditions 
made the increased speed thus rendered 
practicable particularly desirable. Never­ 
theless, 
it 
would 
be 
a 
revolutionary 
change. 
It is rather remarkable that nearly 100 
years ago (in October, 18 29), only four 
years after Stephenson had driven the 
first steam locomotive and its cars over 
the crude Stockton and Darlington road 
in England, he attained an average speed 
of 44 miles an hour over a distance of 
thirty-five miles on the newer Liverpool 
and M anchester road with a train drawn 
by his engine, the “ Rocket.’' 
In spite of 
the tremendous progress and ex pansion of 
railway lines in America this has not been 
greatly improved upon. 
An American 
train, 
running 
on the 
South Carolina railroad in 18 32, made 
only six teen to twenty-one miles an hour 
and others immediately following did lit­ 
tle better, but, admitting that the best pos­ 
sible time under the conditions is being

foreign trade and broadening the market 
for our surplus agricultural and indus­ 
trial products- 
Before the war a very 
small fraction of this trade was carried in 
American bottoms. 
Part of it was served 
by steamers under foreign flags, and a 
considerable part was not served at all 
by direct steamship services but only by 
round about routes, generally involving 
trans-shipment at foreign ports. 
The lack 
of direct services materially restricted the 
development of American foreign trade, 
leaving it to our competitors.
